“Though we have yet to find plants 
that can hear or sme}!, many of our 
common growths are sensitive to 
touch, teste, sighty and th:rst. Ohloro- 
phyil, which is the green coloring mat- 
er ot leaves, not only stores up the 
energy of the sun in plants, but en- 
ables the plant to select the light Tay 
ihat ia moet beneficial to it: In mil- 
lions of little green granules under the 

epidermis of the leaf, it is, in fact, 

@ eyes of the plant. It can detect 
every color and rays the human eye 
cannot see. 
“The projected giant sun-ccncentra- 

tor whigh may make the Soudan the 
power-house of the world was long ago 
anticipated by nature in the schizos- 
tigma. This apparently terrible crea- 
ture is nothing more formidable than 
f type of moss. Nature bys endowed 
+ with lenses in the form of globu- 
Jar granules which concentrate: and 
sondense light and so feed the plant 
in the shade. Too much light, how- 
ever, turns leavés- yellow,..and—planta 
ean be made to turn their coats by 
the action of light-upon them. 

“Plants, in fact, are just as sensi- 

tive as we are. Insectivorous plants 
ean undoubtedly taste what is given 
them andirefuse it as ye aioe r f as the 
gourmet would an inferior dish at the 
dinner of a city company. They only 
like nitrogenous substances; sager, 
starch, oil, and such fattening car- 
boh drates. they have no use for. 

e craving of plants and trees for 
water has sometimes led them to. ter- 
tible extremes....A- poplar has been 
known to burrow beneath a wall, un- 

er a road, and down a .well—all in 
seatch of water, and a pertinacious 
turnip which got the tip of its root 
into the orack of a field drain went on 
and on until it was six feet long in 
the drain. So sensitive is the tip of 
the_root on the water question that 
hg a declared it-must-haye a brain 
ini 

“If ever a book: is written on ‘vege- 
table mechanics’ one will find that 
plants have made levers, screws, col- 
umns, wedges—everythine, in fact, 
that engineers do.”

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INEXHAUSTIBLE ‘FISHERIES, 


Canada's Herring Supply Seems Dew 
tined to Last Forevor. 

The great curtain nels, as well as 
the seines, used by the fishermen who 
take the vast quantities of herring 
‘off the Nortly Atlantic’coast, must be 
constructed of the very stoutest ma- 
terials or they would be. (a3 they some- 
times are) inevitably smashed by the 
dead weight of the catch. , 

If one need evidence of the im. 
mense, numbers of these fish, he has 
but-to stroll. upon. the beach of one 
‘ot the coast counties of New Bruns- 
wick after a heavy gale in the spawn- 
ing-time: “Then -the-eggs- of the her- 
ring fall through the water and and 
attach thomselves in. sticky clusters- 
to rocks and ‘stone at the bottom. 
‘Each of these. is about a quarter of 
an inch in size, protected by a sort 
of gelatinous. shell ‘Sometimes these 


‘are thrown out by heavy gales: and 


lie upon the shore, knee-deep. They 
are gathered up by furmers, who ‘find’ 
them excellent manure. 

Yet, despite the vast quantities—of 
spawn thus destroyed bythe gales, 
the shoals of herring are never, it-is 
said, appreciably smaller. It-has-been 
calculated that one herring will pro- 
duce about: thirty thousand eggs cach 
season. 


-* Thousands of barrels of mature her- 


rings are. taken every year; the lob. 
ster fishery alone employs 49,000 bar- 
rels for bait; the @od fishery 
times that number; Immense nuu- 
bers also go to the making of herring 
oil. Only the best fish are barreled for 
sale. ; 7 

Then, too, on the Pacifis coast, the 
fish are numerous, even more so, some 
aver, than on the Atidntie shores. In 
one year alone a Pacific company 
shipped something like 180,060 gallons 
of herring oil and 200 barrels of choice 
herrings. All this. represents many 
-thousand barrels of herrings. 

The question has been asked: How 
do these armies of fish got their food? 

One distinguished raturalist has fig- 
ured that if one of a countless nutn- 
ber of varying minute organisms. was 
allowed perfect development, without 
any counteracting destruction for one 
month, the, product would be a-.mass 


‘of protoplasm many times larger than 


the sun. One tiny plant multiplies 
itself by breaking. in two about five 
times a day, and becomes mature in 
three hours. c 

The fish is provided with an auto- 
matic straining apparatus of the ut- 
most fineness. “The result is that as 
this fish breathes the water through 
its gills it unconsciously sifts out its 
daily food. The wonder, then, is not 
how its teeming life gets its living, 
but how: the astonishing multiplicity 
of marine life can possibly be kept 
under, even by the innumerable fish 
that throng the ocean. :
